CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) — Negro peacem akers strolling 
the teeming streets of the East Side m aintained a measure of 
calm Wednesday night among crowds still restless over Tuesday’s 
savage gun battle which left ll dead. 
Only minor incidents of looting and burning occurred dur- 
the night hours as 3.600 National Guardsmen were restricted to 
duty along the troubled area’s perim eter and all white persons 
were banned from the Glenville neighborhood. 
The only police in the area were Negroes. 
Mayor Carl Stokes said today that his gamble on the Negro 
community leaders paid off: “We had no shooting and we had 
no deaths.” 
Stokes, first Negro mayor of a m ajor U. S. city, said it was 
too early to consider releasing the guardsmen. “We are playing 
it hour by hour and m inute by m inute.”

There is no public word on 
whether the industry has made 
a firm offer to the United Steel­ 
workers Union on its top priority 
demands for wages, pensions, 
vacations, unemployment insur­ 
ance and cost of living scales.

already have scheduled strategy 
sessions to decide who will be 
allowed in the mills for m ain­ 
tenance if there is a strike at 
midnight next Wednesday.

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Picking The Nominees 


The major political parties hold their national con­ 
ventions next month, the Republicans first in Miami on 
Aug. 8, and the Democrats in Chicago on Aug. 26. 
With 1,312 votes needed to nominate, the Democrats 
have pledged 727 votes to Hubert Humphrey so far and 
416l/2 to Eugene McCarthy. 
With 667 votes needed to nominate, the Republicans 
have committed 548 to Richard Nixon and 196 to Nelson 
Rockefeller. 
There are still 551 Republican votes held for native 
son demonstrators like our own Gov. George Romney of 
Michigan or otherwise not yet counted publicly as for 
any candidate. 
The Democrats have 1,301 votes — nearly half of 
their whole convention’s delegate roster — in these two 
categories of native son pledges on the first round of 
voting or not publicly pledged.

The polls and much political talk — like that at the 
national governor’s convention this week in Cincinnati 
— indicate that there is no overwhelming popular en­ 
thusiasm in either party for either of their front run­ 
ners — Nixon and Humphrey — nor for anyone else for 
that matter. 
The political situation indicates that Nixon and 
Humphrey will be the nominees of the conventions; that 
they have so many votes committed that it would be 
difficult — but not imposible — to defeat them. 
The public opinion polls indicate that there is strong 
popular support for Rockefeller, and that he’d attract 
more middle ground voters than Nixon in a country 
which is nominally Democratic, and also that McCarthy 
stirs many Democrats (and some Republicans) whom 
Humphrey leaves cold.
